those who saw him do not think he 
was stealing things. 


Atkinsou is not the only man who 
saw him again and again, but he be­ 
came the best acquainted with him. 
Other men who work near the driving 
park saw him a number of times and 
he ate more than once at a house near 
the park. 
The description all give of 
this man is practically the same. Some 
have him dressed 
differently from 
what others tell of his clothing, but 
that is accounted for by his having 
more than one suit of clothing. 


Some think that he spoke with a 
German accent while ot hers say he 
had a slight Swedish accent, but all 
agree that he had a foreign accent. 


The railroad men who have told of 
a man trying to induce boys to go 
with him describe the driving park 
man as Atkinson and others describe 
him.

mates. 
But their 
freq uent visits, 
proved to b e more for the great pans 
of doughnuts, cakes or pies, which 
were hurriedly pushed out of tiie door 
to them, tha n it was to harm the m . 
It seemed a long trip there from the 
cab in, through the woods and across 
the ferry, to the little village. 
But a 
few short years ago this was simply a 
farm, adjoining our q uiet town.
